Set up Split View 

Sort out your first Split 
View in under 60 seconds 

There are two ways to set up Split View 
in El Capitan - from Mission Control and 
from the windows of apps themselves. 
This quick guide covers the latter 
method. The key is in that recently 
refactored green full screen button. 
Here's how you should go about it. 



1: Open your apps 

In order to use Split View, you'll need 
at least two compatible apps open in 
a single desktop. In other words, don't 
expect every third-party app to work 
straight away. 



2: Go for green 

In the first app you'd like to see in Split 
View, click and hold on the green full 
screen button in the top-left of the 
window until half your screen turns blue.

Pages require a few less clicks, while researching 
holiday destinations in Safari and looking them up 
in Maps is much more seamless. 

You'll be surprised at how many minutes you'll 
save by not having to switch between apps. If that 
sounds like your thing, read on and we'll show 
you how to set it up and the ins and outs of how 
it works. You'll soon wonder how you ever lived 
without it.

HOB Mission Control might have been around since 2003, when it was 
Hi launched with OS 10.3 Panther as Expose, but that hasn't stopped Apple from refining it 
in El Capitan. Where Yosemite grouped windows from the same app together in Mission 
Control, El Capitan keeps them separate. It's a simple change, but one that makes it far easier to find 
what you're looking for ifyou'vegot multiple windows open. To make room for showing more 
windows, Apple has had to make a number of compromises. For a start, when there are lots of windows 
to display, placing them separately means they'll show up smaller. El Capitan also drops the icons that 
used to appear underneath windows, replacing them with the app name that appears when you hover 
your mouse over them. Those small sacrifices make way for a much improved feature, though. 


Is that rain? 

Along with stocks, sports scores and 
schedules. Spotlight now shows 
weather information for anywhere 
you search for. If you're using iOS, the results 
will look pretty familiar, too, with hourly and 
weekly results on display 


The end of 
Dashboard? 

El Capitan turns off

® With Dashboard recently 
celebrating its tenth 
birthday (it was introduced in 
2005 with OS X 1 0.4 Tiger), it looks 
like Apple might be putting it into 
retirement.

Better manage your email with Mail's latest upgrades 

If there's one OS X essential that's seen the most 
competition from third-party apps in the last year, it's 
Mail. Whether it's Dropbox's Mailbox, Google's Sparrow 
(which is no longer in development, but still a good alternative) or 
App Store favourite Airmail, there are plenty of alternatives to Apple's 
email client. El Capitan's upgrades to what is often OS X's most 
criticised app really do help it keep up with the competition. From 
Mailbox-style swiping to trash and mark messages as read, to events 
and contacts picked out automatically by the app, there's plenty to 
keep Mail up there with some of the best third-party apps. 

Whether you're a die-hard Mail fan or you ditched it for an 
alternative, read on to find out what's new. 

New features in Mail 




Save time with swipes 

® Use two fingers and swipe a message to the 
right to mark it as read (or unread), swipe it to 
the right to Trash it It's a giant time-saver on the road 
to inbox zero. 


Tab between drafts 

© In full-screen mode, different drafts are 
grouped together as tabs in the same 
compose window.

@ iCIoud pricing 


New pricing tiers give you more space 

Apple announced a new iCIoud pricing structure to coincide with the launch 
of its two new operating systems. You still get just 5GB of free storage - not a 
lot when you take into consideration iCIoud Photo Library and your iOS device 
backups - but every tier has been given a dramatic price drop. Any monthly 
plan purchased before September 16 2015 was automatically upgraded.

~ With El Capitan, Apple has brought Metal, its new graphics core 
technology, to the Mac. As a result OS X users will enjoy more fluid 
performance in games, high-performance apps and key system-level 
graphics operations. Metal gives games and apps almost direct access to your 
Mac's graphics processor to enhance performance. System-wide graphics 
rendering is up to 50 per cent quicker and 40 per cent more efficient. This is 
because Metal lets the main processor and graphics processor work in harmony.

Why an Apple Loop? 

The Apple Loops Utility is 
essentially a conversion 
and cataloguing 
companion app for 
making music on OS X. 
Exported loops, once 
saved in Apple Loop (.AIFF) 
format, can be added to 
libraries searchable by 
GarageBand and also 
Logic. The benefit of this is 
that genuine Apple Loops 
can then be time-stretched 
and manipulated more 
effectively by both apps, 
offering far more flexibility 
than a typical audio file. 


• Search Tags and 
Descriptors 

The most relevant Search Tags are 
Genre and Instrument, which are 
useful for Loop library searches 
in GarageBand or Logic. Equally 
important are the Descriptors 
buttons, which define keywords 
for additional Loop Library filtering 
within those apps 


Click here to view the waveform 
itself and make edits to the defined 
transients. These are the audio peaks 
that define beat detection based on the 
Transient Division selected above. Apple 
Loops Utility detects these automatically 


• Assets Drawer 

This section is known as the Assets Drawer 
and is shown by default. It lists each file 
currently open within the app, complete with 
Add File (-f) and Remove File (-) buttons and 
column for indicating changes 


• Property Tags 

These first few fields in the main window 
are important for defining if the audio 
is non-looping or looping. You can then 
edit number of beats, key, scale, time and 
authoring information 




Discover the hidden Apple Loops Utility 

Familiarise yourself with OS X's handy helper for creating and cataloguing Apple Loops 

Apple Loops Utility is a legacy app for OS X that exports audio 
snippets in Apple Loop (.AIFF) format. Some users may know it 
as a 'hidden' app, so-called because previously it resided within the 
Applications>Utilities folder as a companion to music apps such as 
GarageBand. El Capitan users can still download the app via apple. 
co/1 KSzWup and a free Apple Developer account (requires Apple ID). 

Once saved in .AIFF format, loops can be added to libraries used by 
GarageBand and also Logic. What's more, Apple Loops Utility lets you add 
tagging and metadata to these loops for effective searching. We will not 
only reveal the 'hidden' Apple Loops Utility here, but identify key features 
to saving a new loop.

Apple Loops Utility Make the most of Apple Loops Utility 



l:Open theapp 

Apple Loops Utility resides within Applications>Utilities. 
If you don't have it, the app .dmg (SDK 3.0.1) must be 
downloaded from apple.co/IKSzWup. 



2: Adding files 

An Open panel shows on start, so navigate to the file 
or files you wish to open and click the Open button or 
simply drag the files into the Assets Drawer to the right. 



3: Define as looping 

Each opened file can now have information tagged 
within the Tag panel. Crucially we'll first set the File Type 
Property Tag to Looping. 





4: Properties and Descriptors 

Set properties for key, scale and time depending on 
the instrumentation. Use the various tagging controls 
to also set Search Tags and then Library Descriptors 
as desired. 


5: Tempo and volume 

Controls below let you set the key and original 
tempo of the loop. Use the slider to adjust or type 
the BPM manually, while the volume slider boosts 
decibel output 


6: Save the loop 

When happy with all the parameters, you can save 
the loop. Apple Loops Utility saves in .AIFF format and 
will prompt you whether you wish to edit the new or 
source file. 


Inside the 
Transients tab 

Aside for the Tags tab within the main window, the 
Transients tab displays the open waveform below a 
beats ruler. With the audio region defined as 'Looping' 
on the Tags tab, the waveform will have a series of 
markers overlaid for indicating the transients, or highest 
amplitude points. These are detected and used within 
the Apple Loop for Flex Time or Groove Matching etc. 

The waveform will have a series 
of markers overlaid for indicating 
the transients" 



1: Transient markers 

Transients are automatically detected and 
indicated on the waveform with interval 
markers. These can be clicked and dragged to 
preferred positions. When previewing audio, 
you will notice a playhead on the timeline. 



2: Division and Sensitivity 

The Transient Division pop-up ranges from 
Whole Notes to 1/64 Notes and sets the beat 
value at which transients are detected.

Extend Notification Centre's functionality through time-saving widgets 




Notification Centre was introduced to Macs back in the 
Mountain Lion operating system and for the past few 
' years it has served as an at-a-glance method of viewing 
everything that's going on in your world. One major change in OS X 
Yosemite 10.10 was the introduction of the Today view, which - just like 
iOS - gives you a run-down of your day's events from Calendar entries, 
Reminders, weather forecast and so on. What's even better is that you 
can now add a multitude of widgets to yourToday view by hitting Edit, 
for a fully customisable Notification Centre. We're going to guide you 
through setting up and using third-party widgets to Notification Centre, 
giving you a time-saving method of checking vital information. 



Notification Centre Set up widgets 



1: Basic setup 

Access Notification Centre through the three-lines 
icon in the top-right corner of the menu bar. The 
basic Today view iooks useful but limited. 


2: Mac App Store 

There are a host of great apps already supporting 
the widget feature and you can find a handy list on 
the Mac App Store's Featured page. 


3: Edit tab 

The Edit button holds the key to powering up 
Notification Centre. Click the option and you're 
presented with a new row of compatible widgets. 



4: Click the plus 

To add a widget you simple click on the green plus 
sign next to the its name. Click Done in the and the 
widget is instantly added to yourToday view. 



5: Use a widget 

Most widgets will require a bit of setting up. Take 
the World Clock, for example.

Notification Centre has been around since its introduction in OS 
X Mountain Lion and serves as a one-stop, at-a-glance way of 
viewing everything that's going on in your world. Accessible by 
hitting the three-line icon in the very top-right corner of your Mac's menu 
bar, Notification Centre provided a useful place to view new iMessages or 
emails. In truth it was fairly limited, but that all changed in OS X Yosemite 
with the introduction of the Today view. Now you can see exactly what 
your day entails, from appointments coming up in your Calendar to the 
performance of the day's stocks. And best of all, it's fully customisable with 
a host of third-party widgets ready to give your Mac a truly personalised 
Notification Centre, packed with vital information. Let's take a closer look. 
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Notification Centre Customise the Today view 
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1: Standard view 

Here's the standard Notification Centre view, giving 
you some basic information. Thankfully you can tweak 
it by adding third-party widgets from the App Store. 


2: Mac App Store 

Hit the Mac App Store shortcut in Notification Centre 
and you'll be transported to a page full of apps that 
have compatible widgets, ready for you to download. 



3: Edit tab 

The key to customising Notification Centre is the 
Edit tab at the bottom-left of the Today View. A new 
sidebar opens, where your third-party widgets live. 



4: Add widget 

All you need to do to add a widget is to hit the green 
plus icon next to its title. Then, click Done in the 
bottom-left to see it added to the Today view. 


5: Tweak widget 

Most widgets will need a bit of tweaking to get them 
up and running as you wish. The World Clock widget, 
for example, needs you to add places to it. 


6: Using a widget 

Once you've got it set up, though, you'll find it can save 
you a lot of time.

how to correctly label your files and much more 

When attempting to transfer large quantities of files at 
once onto your Mac, you can be forgiven for not correctly 
labelling them at the time. There's an easy system to fix this 
issue afterwards, while also having a plethora of additional options at 
your disposal through a single menu. By right-clicking on a file and 
selecting the Get Info option, a separate panel will appear on screen. 

Here you're able to change a surprising amount of information 
about said file that you wouldn't normally consider. In this 
tutorial, we'll guide you through some of the options 
at your disposal when using this menu. Let's 
get started. 


Edit information in Get Info 
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Grant and restrict 
permissions 

The Get Info panel is an easy way to let 
contacts have access to specific files and 
folders stored on your Mac 


1: Open the panel 

Select any file on your desktop and right-click on 
it. From the menu that appears, select the Get Info 


2: Add tags 

Adding tags can make it easier to identify the file in 
a Documents folder. Select from various colours, or 
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panel. You'll be able to see an overview of the file. 

create your own tags at the top of the panel. 
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1: Select a contact 

Press on the -H icon at the bottom of the Get 
Info panel to add a contact who can access 
this file. Everyone stored in your address 
book will appear on a new menu. 
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3: Leave comments 

The Comment tab is ideal if you need to leave little 
notes to yourself It's a great place to mention if an 
image needs some editing work done to it. 


4: Set default program 

For images you'll find the default program they 
open in is Preview. Select the Open With option and 
you can change this to Photos or another app. 


2: Grant permissions 

Once you've selected a contact, press on 
the up and down arrow icon next to their 
name. This will enable you to grant them 
specific permissions for that file. 
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Use Calendar's smart suggestions 

Add events to your calendar easily with smart suggestions 


Calendar is really smart. Obviously, the app can help you 
Tat stay organised with events that sync across all your 
devices through iCIoud. You can also add location 
information to your events, so each one will contain a map showing you 
exactly where you need to go, and even offer an estimate of your travel 
time, sending you a notification when you need to leave. 

Calendar also remembers the events you've created in the past and 
uses that information to suggest new events you might want to create. 
These smart suggestions will appear as soon as you start typing out a 
new event name, so you can click one to add it to your calendar 
again, then edit it. Let's find out how. 


Use smart suggestions for events 



1: Quick event 

To create a quick event, you don't have to double- 
click on any day in the calendar - instead, simply 
click on the -i- button in the top-left of the toolbar. 



3: Pick a suggestion 

Either use the up and down arrows on the keyboard 
or your mouse to hover over the event you want to 
add, then hit Enter, or click, to add it to the calendar. 



2: Start typing 

Start typing the name of the event that you want 
to add. As soon as you type the first letter. Calendar 
will suggest options based on previous events. 



4: Edit the options 

The event will be added for the next available 
opportunity - double-click it to edit the time, 
location and any other details that are different.

Create a custom user account 

Make new user accounts for friends and family members to keep everything organised 





If there is more than one person using your Mac, then it is a 
good idea to create a new user account for each person. That 
I way, you don't have to put up with files being strewn all over your 
desktop and things being moved out of position. The good news is that 
creating a new user account is a quick and easy process and, once done, 
can keep your Mac experience reassuringly familiar. 

When a new user account is set up, you can apply parental controls to 
limit what apps are used, which websites are accessed, and what people 
are interacting with, plus add time limits to when the Mac can and cannot 
be used. We'll guide you through the process of setting up a new user 
account on your Mac, which is done through the System Preferences app. 
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System Preferences Give each Mac user their own account 
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1: Open System Preferences 

Start off by opening your System Preferences app from 
your Mac's Dock and then click on the Users & Groups 
pane in the fourth section of the window. 



4: Create a password 

If the password for the new user isn't the same as their 
iCIoud password, click on the 'Use separate password' 
option and enter and verify the new password. 



7: Enable parental controls 

If you wish to assign parental control over the new user, 
click on the 'Open Parental Controls' button and then 
click 'Enable Parental Controls'. 



2: Unlock to make changes 

To create a new account you will need to click on the 
padlock icon in the lower-left corner and then enter 
your password to start making changes to the system. 



5: Enable password assistant 

When entering a new password, click on the key icon 
to bring up the Password Assistant. This handy guide 
checks the security of your password. 



8: Set the controls 

You can now apply various options, such as simplifying 
the Finder and controlling what apps the user can 
open. Click the padlock to secure the changes. 



3: Create new user 

Now click on the '+' icon at the bottom of the users 
column on the left-hand side of the screen and then 
enter a name and account name for the new user. 



6: Edit the avatar 

Now that the custom account has been set up, you 
can click on the auto-assigned avatar picture to 
change it for something different. 



9: Switch users 

To log out as the current user and then select your 
new user, click on the Apple menu and then choose 
the 'Log Out' option before logging in as the new user.

• Older Safari versions 


The main benefit is that you can make 
websites work that normally don't 
function when using Safari 


Most websites should work with the latest 
version of Safari, but if you need an older 
version, you can trick the website like this 
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How does it work? 


When you request a 
webpage by opening it, 
before the data is loaded 
a lot of information is 
exchanged between your 
computer and the website. 
One of the pieces of 
information is the browser 
that you're using - if you 
need a specific browser to 
view a page, it will know 
before it's loaded. This 
system simply tricks the 
site by sending across 
different information.

If a web page 'only works in Chrome', for 
example, you can make it load by pretending 
you're using the browser from here

View website information using the developer tools in Safari 



The biggest benefits of using Safari have to be its integration 
with OS X and the speed of the websites when you're 
browsing. But it has many more tricks up its sleeve than you 
might realise. With a few clicks you can add the Develop option to the 
menu bar, and with it, access many extra functions to the app. 

Anyone can enable the options, and once they're active you can view 
website information, or trick websites into thinking that your browser is 
running on an iPad or iPhone. You can even choose to disable things on 
a specific site such as images or JavaScript, or view any errors that have 
occurred on the page. It's a really handy option to enable, and one that is 
well worth adding to your toolkit. 
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Use the Develop menu 



1: Preferences 

To enable the option within Safari, first open up the 
Settings menu by choosing Safari>Preferences in the 
menu bar, then select the Advanced tab. 


2: Switch it on 

At the bottom of the Advanced tab is the option titled 
'Show Develop menu in the menu bar'. Check this box 
and the new option should appear at the top. 


3: Open elsewhere 

The first option in the menu gives you the ability to 
instantly open the page you're viewing with another of 
the browsers installed on your Mac with a click. 



4: Web Inspector 

Choose Show Web Inspector and a new menu will 
appear at the bottom. You can click Inspect, then 
choose a specific element of the website to inspect. 


5: View Source and more 

To view the source code of the website you're on, click 
the View Source option. The menu at the bottom will 
show the source code of the website you're viewing. 


6: Start developing 

If you want to start developing web extensions, you 
can choose the Show Extension Builder option, click 
the '+' icon, and start creating a new extension. 



7: Timeline Recording 

Activate the Timeline Recorder here, which will start 
recording network requests, layout and rendering, and 
JavaScript. Click the same option to stop recording. 


8: Cache options 

You can often solve problems with Safari by clearing 
the caches of data that the app has saved - in the 
Develop menu you can do this with a click. 


9: Disable options 

The Develop menu has the tools to disable specific 
options on a page, including images and JavaScript - 
click the option you want in the menu to remove it. 
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Save credit cards with Safari 


Make shopping easier with Safari's tools for saving and managing credit cards 




One of Safari's more handy new features is its ability to save 
credit card information within the app itself, so that 
whenever you need to buy something online, you don't 
have to spend a lifetime typing in the same old information. 

Of course, this feature doesn't save every piece of info that you need 
to buy something - you'll still need to enter at least the security code on 
the back of the card before you can make a purchase. However, there 
are obviously some safety concerns associate with this, so remember 
that if you plan on saving credit cards, you should definitely add a 
password to your user space on your Mac. Here's how to get set up and 
manage your credit cards through Safari. 



Add and manage credit cards 



1: View the option 

First, add some card details to Safari. Click Safari in 
the menu bar and choose Preferences, then open 
the AutoFill tab and click Edit next to Credit Cards. 



4: Add a new card 

To add a new card to your collection, click the Add 
button in the bottom-left of the menu. A new blank 
card will appear in the list for you to add details to. 



2: See the cards 

You will see a list of all your saved cards, with details 
of each one crossed out for extra security. Click on 
the crosses and enter your password to view them.

5: Choose a description 

You'll need to choose a card description. This can be 
a type of card, like MasterCard, or something more 
personal, like 'House savings account', for example.

This system is different 
to those on websites like 
Amazon. Those sites will 
save credit card info to 
your account, so you can 
buy more quickly. If you're 
using an online shop for 
the first time, or are buying 
without signing into an 
account, this will fill in your 
details quickly and easily to 
save you time and effort.

7: Icon specific 

The icon on the left of the window will quickly show 
you what kind of cards you currently have saved on 
your Mac - this will auto updates for new cards, too.

Tto pay for something online, enter the Checkout 
area of the website and click on the Card Number 
box. This popup will appear - simply pick your card. 



9: Security code 

To add an extra layer of security, you'll still need to 
enter the three-digit security code on the back of 
your card before you can buy anything. 
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Set up Instant Hotspot on Mac 

Use your iPhone's cellular data to get your Mac working online without a Wi-Fi connection 

Apple has been busy. Not only has it rolled out El Capitan for 
Mac, it has given iPhone and iPad users iOS 9.1, both of which 
boast a feature called Continuity. This enables users to produce 
an Instant Hotspot -whenever you look for a Wi-Fi connection, your 
cellular iPhone or iPad will be available. 

The beauty of this is that once you have established a connection, 
your Mac will look for the same hotspot again should you be in an area 
without Wi-Fi. Best of all, the Mac recognises when you are not using 
the hotspot and disconnects. This saves your data and it also protects 
the battery life of your iPhone or cellular iPad. Just make sure that all of 
your devices are connected to the same iCIoud account. 




Creating your own internet hotspot 
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1: Adjustments 

Import your clips and create a new movie. In the 
Adjustments bar, select the Crop icon, the third icon 
from the left. Click on Crop. 
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3: Split it up 

Your video will now be cropped for its duration. If 
you only want a certain timeframe to be cropped, 
right-click, split the clip and add a transition. 
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2: Crop in 

By clicking Crop To Fill and selecting the subject 
we can eliminate the black borders and get rid of 
superfluous distractions around the focal point. 



4: Ken Burns 

If you want your crop to move, try using the Ken 
Burns effect. Drag the start and end points to where 
you want them. 


Troubleshooting 

If you have trouble establishing a connection 
(sometimes your phone will not show on your 
Mac), use these tried and tested methods of 
getting things up and running again. . . 



1: Rename iPhone 


Firstly, flick Wi-Fi off and on and see if that 
refreshes Instant Flotspot. If not, you could 
rename your device in Settings>General> 
About>Name on your iPhone. 



2: Reset network 

Or, as a last resort, you can reset your 
iPhone's network settings by heading 
to your Settings app and selecting 
General>Reset>Reset Network Settings. 
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Use the Current app for Facebook 

Make browsing and posting on Facebook far easier with this dedicated app 



Facebook can take up a lot of your time. It's become a way 
of life; a way to message friends and a way to keep in touch 
with what others are doing. But it brings with it an overriding 
urge to constantly check in that entails opening the social media site in 
a browser. Current improves indefinitely on the Facebook experience. It 
makes the site just as accessible on the Mac as it is on your iPhone and 
iPad by turning Facebook into a native app. Current lets you instantly 
access your messages and reply to them without having to launch the 
site in a web browser and it allows for the use of group chat and stickers. 
You can set the app so that it only bothers you if a message is received 
and you can view photos and videos in their own pop-out windows. 



Using Current's cool Facebook features 



1: Browsing photos 

Click on a photo in your feed, it opens up in its own 
window. This enables you to browse through them, 
comment, view full screen or like, tag and share.

3: Open new tabs 

Current lets you open new Facebook tabs. This is 
great if you are managing more than one page at a 
time or if you want to have a section handy. 



2: Choose preferences 

Go to Current>Preferences and decide how you 
would like your notifications to be presented: either 
in the Dock, the menu, the Notification Centre or all. 



4: Message windows 

Click on a message and it will open in its own box. 
You can have as many messages open in this way 
as you wish.

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View information with the Details tab 





1: Choose a conversation 

Open up Messages and choose a conversation from 
the left-hand sidebar. iMessage conversations will 
probably include more information than SMS chats. 



2: Open the menu 

To see more information about the contact or the 
conversation, click the Details button in the top-right of 
the window. A new menu will open. 


3: See the contact 

You will see either a contact image, or just two letters 
in a grey circle - you can double-click here to open up 
the person's contact card within the Contacts app. 



4: Make a call 

If you have a mobile number or a FaceTime email 
address associated with the contact, you should be 
able to make a call from your Mac to speak via audio. 


5: Share your screen 

If your friend is using Messages on a Mac as well, you 
will see an option to share their screen. Once they have 
accepted, you will see a live view of their display. 


6: Screen Sharing 

In Screen Sharing mode, you can click to highlight a 
specific part of the other person's screen, and share 
copied items using the controls in the menu bar. 



7: Location, location, location 

You can choose to share locations within iMessages - if 
your friend chooses to share theirs, you will be able to 
see them on a map, and zoom in for accuracy. 


8: Shared photos 

At the bottom of the menu you'll see all the photos 
that have been sent back and forth between you both, 
in reverse order, so you can quickly find a shot. 


9: View it big 

Click on one of the image thumbnails in the menu and 
hit the Spacebar on your keyboard to preview it at full 
size, or Just drag it to your Desktop to save the shot

Set up SMS Relay in Messages 

Get your text messages delivered to your Mac with iOS 9 and OS X El Capitan 





If you've upgraded to OS X El Capitan and own an iOS device, 
you may already betaking advantage of some of the great 
features on offer for those that use several Apple devices. 

One of these fantastic features is called Continuity, allows you to keep 
more things than ever in sync over ICIoud, so you can make and receive 
phone calls on your Mac, AirDrop files from Mac to IOS and back again, 
and now even get your texts delivered to more devices than just your 
iPhone. Everything syncs wirelessly, and when you get a text it will 
appear as a notification on all your devices, allowing you to reply from 
anywhere.

When you get documents that need to be signed sent to 
iSL you via email, it can be a real challenge to get them filled 
out and sent back quickly. You have to print the form out, fill 
it in and sign it, then scan it back in to return to the sender. It's a real 
hassle - but it's a hassle that Apple has removed. 

In El Capitan there is a feature you can use called Markup to add text 
and signatures within Mail, so you can fill in documents and even sign 
them by hand without ever switching on your printer. You can create 
signatures with the trackpad if your Mac has one, or even just use your 
Mac's iSight camera. It's quick, easy and you only have to do it once to 
then enjoy hassle-free digital signatures. Here's how it works.

It 
won't be long before you've got yourself a 'family' of Apple IDs, where you 
can download apps, music and movies from any one of the linked 
accounts. It serves a gatekeeper for parents too, notifying you when they 
try to buy apps or select in-app purchases.

In order to get started with Family Sharing, head to 
your System Preferences. Plead down to iCIoud and 
click on it. Now click on Set Up Family on the left.

Now it's time to enter your Apple ID credentials (ID and 
password). This is the Apple ID that you want to use to 
share purchases from, so choose the right one! 



7: Add members 

It's time to add members. Flit the plus sign in the 
bottom-left corner and enter the family member's 
name or email address. You can create an ID for a child.

os X El Capitan supercharges Spotlight and puts it centre stage 



a Spotlight was another part of OS X that was given a new 
lease of life recently. Previously it was left in the top-right of 
your menu bar, accessible by the magnifying symbol. It was a 
good way to search for files on your machine, but it was never 
pronounced and rarely used by most Mac users. Spotlight is still 
accessible by clicking the magnifying icon (and the Cmd-tSpace 
keyboard shortcut), but it now opens up in the centre of your Mac's 
screen and packs some brilliant new functionality, which we're about to 
walk you through, like searching iTunes and displaying Wikipedia entries. 
Some functions are currently only available to American users, like 
accessing film times at your local cinema just by searching a film title. 



What's new in Spotlight 



1: Centre stage 

Spotlight now opens proudly in the middie of your 
Mac's desktop when you summon it. Previousiy it 
lived only the in top-right corner of OS X's menu bar. 


2: Open an app 

Spotlight makes it easy to open an app. Simply type 
the name of the app into Spotlight, select it and 
press Enter. 


3: Calculator 

No need to open Dashboard up to find your Mac's 
built-in Calculator: just type a sum into the search 
bar and see the answer appear on the right. 



4: Weather 

The El Capitan Mac OS X update brings a selection 
of new functions to Spotlight, such as getting 
weather reports for where you are. 


5: Sports scores 

If you type the name of yourfavourite sports team 
into the Spotlight search then it will deliver the latest 
scores and other assorted team news. 


6: Natural language 

In El Capitan you can type more natural sounding 
requests into Spotlight, such as "Documents I 
worked on last week", to find what you want.

Learn how to seamlessly share files between Mac and iOS 



You'll have seen AirDrop menus on your Apple devices in 
CD ) previous operating systems. You may even have used it to 
transfer files between Mac and Mac or iPhone and iPhone. 

Until now, though, it was impossible to transfer between different devices. 
We're going to walkyou through the process of AirDropping between 
Mac and iPhone and vice versa. To complete the tutorial you'll need a Mac 
manufactured in 2012 or later and an iOS device running iOS 7 or newer. 
AirDrop is handy because it creates a connection between your phone 
and Mac to wirelessly send files such as photos almost instantly.

1: Compatibility 

This might sound obvious, but you'll need to check 
your Mac and iOS device is compatible. You'll need a 
2012 Mac at the very least and iOS 7 or above. 



2: Wi-Fi on 

For AirDrop to work you'll need to make sure a couple 
of your devices' settings are activated. Ensure Wi-Fi is 
turned on and both devices are on the same network. 



4: Turn on AirDrop 

On your iOS device you'll need to activate AirDrop. The 
easiest way to do this is from the AirDrop menu in your 
Control Centre. Select who you want to AirDrop with. 


5: Finder window 

To get AirDrop working on your Mac, open a new 
Finder window and click on the AirDrop menu. Adjust 
visibility to see other devices ready to connect with.

There is actually 
a lot more power than first appears, too - you can add editing options from the 
Adjust menu to get even more advanced tools. Plus, with a range of stunning 


filters, a brilliant Retouch tool and a simple red-eye removal tool, you've got a full 
suite for free. 

And Photos on iOS is even better; the app allows you to use the editing tools 
of third-party apps without ever needing to leave Photos. This gives you almost 
unlimited editing options to try on your shots. Read on to find out just how useful 
these new tools can be. . . 




Reuse your image 
adjustments 

When you've spent several minutes editing your shot 
J and you have 50 more to work on, this tip can come in 
very handy. Photos helps you to create the perfect 
edit, then copy the settings from the Image you've edited and 
paste them onto other images, so all your shots keep a uniform 
and consistent look.

1: Adjust and copy 

First, make the adjustments you want on your first 
image. It can be a combination of any you like, so don't 
hold back. When you're happy, right-click and choose 
Copy Adjustments. 


2: Select and paste 

Select the next photo with the sidebar on the left 
of the window and right-click again. Choose Paste 
Adjustments and the changes will be added so the 
two photos look similar. 
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3: Enable, disable or remove 

Now you have a full editing suite available. If you 
don't want to use a setting on a certain image, 
simply uncheck the box next to its name, or use 
the Add menu to disable them. 


4: Save your settings 

When you're happy with your setup, open the Add 
menu again and choose Save as Default.

Where are all the features that I used to have in Aperture!? 

The short answer is this: missing, for now. it's very likely that Apple will add more features to Photos 
as new versions are released, but for now it's still in its infancy. It's worth noting that Apple hasn't 
disabled Aperture - you can still use it exactly as you could before, so if you're missing all the 
powerful features it offers, you can still use it for your shots. 


I've got a lot of problems, like incorrect dates, since moving from iPhoto - what 
should I do? 
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1: Back it up 

Always back up your library before 
running a repair on your Mac; if 
something goes wrong, at least you 
have a copy of it elsewhere. 


2: Start the process 

Now, quit the Photos app. Open it 
again, and immediately hold down 
the Cmd and Alt keys, then click the 
Repair button. 


3: Waiting game 

Depending on the size of your library, 
it could take minutes or hours. When 
it's done, your problem should be 
solved forever! 


I can see an option for something 
called Smart Albums in the + menu. 
What are they, and are they something 
that I should be using? 

These are useful ways to filter your photos 
- for example, you can quickly find all 
the shots containing two specific people, 
or every photograph taken in a specific 
country or location. 

What's the best way to get precision 
control when using the Retouch tool 
in Photos? My photos keep getting 
really blurred. 

The best way by far is to zoom right 
in on your shot using a pinch on your 
trackpad, or with the slider in the top 
toolbar. Remember to also make your 
brush as small as you're comfortable with 
to give you that extra precision. Try not 
to cross any strong edges - so if you're 
touching up a white area, avoid crossing 
into a darker area while brushing to avoid 
ugly blurring. We find clicking, rather 
than dragging, can yield better and more 
precise results, too. 

Why can I no longer control the 
Histogram? In iPhoto I could use 
sliders to improve my shot, but now 
it's gone! 

The control you're looking for isn't 
actually the Histogram tool - that option 
simply displays the levels for the shot that 
you're viewing at the time. If you want to 
edit these settings in Photos, you should 
instead enable the Levels setting - this 
gives you five points of control over the 
levels, in addition to specific controls over 
individual colours. In the end, it's true 
that the new tool is actually much more 
powerful than the one that you're used to 
in iPhoto.

It's time to explore GarageBand's library of synth sounds! 



/ It has to be said that despite the fact it comes preloaded free 
jKjH on every Mac, GarageBand is a bit of a music production 
powerhouse. Behind its unassuming exterior lies a veritable 
cornucopia of sounds and instruments to build your music projects. The 
selection includes a large number of software instruments, from drum 
kits and orchestral instruments to piano and strings. Since these are all 
modelled in software, it goes without saying that a large portion of the 
library consists of synthesizer sounds, from warm, fat analogue basses to 
soaring leads and thick, layered presets perfect for dance music. So in this 
tutorial, we're going to look at howto mine this rich seam of synth sounds 
and get some synthsational electronic sounds into your tracks. 
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Use synth tracks in GarageBand 



1: Project preparation 

Working in a new, empty GarageBand project, set the 
tempo to IBObpm, then clickthe + button at the top 
of the track list in order to create a new track. 


2: Choose track type 

Click the image of the synthesizer on the left to create 
a software instrument track, allowing you to select and 
play any of the software instruments in the library. 


3: Create track 

Now click on Create to add the new track to your 
project. The Library pane on the left will open up with 
the default Classic Electric Piano preset selected. 



4: Browse library 

From the Library pane, which contains a menu of 
all the available instruments, select the Synthesizer 
category. Several subcategories will appear. 



5: Select sound 

Click a preset's name to select it. We've gone for 
Emotive Pulse. You may need to download additional 
content via the File menu. 


6: Import project files 

Import the files 'GBX Synth Track Drums.aif and 'GBX 
Synth Track Bass.aif from EileSilo by dragging and 
dropping them from hinder into your project timeline. 




7: Import MIDI part 

Import the file 'Emotive Pulse.mid' onto the Emotive 
Pulse track (or you could record your own MIDI part). 
Flit Play to hear the result - it needs a little adjustment. 


8: Take control 

Flit the Smart Controls button to bring up some 
controls for the sound. To make the sound shorter, we 
need to bring the Release control down close to zero. 


9: Adjust effects 

Tturn up the Delay control to add more delay effect to 
the sound. To try out another synth sound, pick a new 
one from the Library pane and hit Play once again. 
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Mix tracks like a pro in GarageBand 

Master essential mixing tricks for adding that final dash of audio polish to your tracks 



I Once you've captured satisfactory musical performances 
within your project tracks, the process becomes about 
mixing them together. This is a blending process, creating 
a harmonious 'picture' in sound, initially using volume to level things 
out. By then applying reverb effects, stereo panning and adjusting 
frequency with the visual EQ, you can achieve more dynamism. 

Here we'll examine using those tools and also identify the Master 
Track for applying project-wide edits more swiftly. The results are 
subjective, of course, but over the next few steps you should discover 
all the tools and techniques for maximising your mixing potential 
before exporting or sharing new compositions. 



Take control of mixing 



1: Show Master Track 

Show the Master Track from Track>Show Master 
Track or with the Shift-r-Cmda-M shortcut. This is 
useful during mixing for making Master Effect edits 
across the project. 



2: Master defaults 

With the Master Track selected, the Smart Controls 
panel shows default effects applied to the overall 
project. It's important to be aware of this extra layer 
when mixing. 





3: Track volume 

On each individual track is a volume slider with level 
indicator. From an ideal 'zero' point you can lower 
track volume by sliding left or add volume by sliding 
to the right. 



4: Overall volume 

In the top-right you'll find another volume slider. 
This is a Master Volume control, useful when the 
combined levels are too high - hitting the red and 
causing clipping. 



5: Track panning 

Each track has a panning knob for moving the 
audio Left (-64) or Right (-1-63) in stereo. Hear the 
movement to each degree when monitoring via 
speakers or headphones. 


6: Visual EQ 

Click the Smart Controls EQ tab button and you'll 
find the Visual EQ. Here you can use the graph to 
turn on EQ bands and redraw the curve to boost or 
reduce frequencies. 
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• Track volume 

Adjusting track volume levels within the 
track headers is fundamental to mixing, 
using the slider and visualiser to set 
desired decibels. This should be edited 
during playback monitoring and will 
contribute to the overall project volume 
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Starting loud 


When talking about track 
volume within the mixing 
process, we're referring 
to track output level. As 
a rule you should look 
to record at the highest 
possible volumes before 
clipping occurs so you 
can dial volume down 
when mixing. It's much 
harder to add volume to a 
quiet track and so having 
options with your audio at 
mixing time is the key. 



Track reverb 

Reverb is one of the most basic plug- 
in track effects. A default Master 
plug-in within the Smart Controls 
Inspector panel, along with Echo, 
the sliders make the signal 'wetter' 
or 'dry' to add a sense of space 



# Stereo panning 

Stereo panning knobs are again found 
on each track header and move the 
track's audio through left and right 
channels. This is useful for spreading 
sound three-dimensionally, so output 
isn't all down the centre of the mix 


• Visual EQ 

This graph-like control, accessible via 
the Smart Controls and the EQ tab, 
lets you choose preset templates 
or manually redraw the frequency 
curve. The EQ Band icons along the 
top can be toggled on or off

7: Effects preferences 

Visit GarageBand>Preferences and in the Audio/Midi 
tab, ensure the Effects box is checked. This enables 
Audio Unit effects for advanced track sound 
processing and mixing. 


8: Echo & Reverb 

Show the Smart Controls panel on a selected track. 
In the Inspector window you'll find Plug-ins plus 
Master Echo & Reverb. Toggle off here or edit the 
levels with the sliders. 



9: Edit Master Effects 

Click the Edit button or view Smart Controls on the 
Master Track. Here you can fine-tune Master Effects 
using the knobs or apply presets from the drop- 
down to the left. 
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Create a custom pedalboard 

Use virtual guitar pedals in GarageBand to give your guitar a unique new sound 



/ Guitar pedals have been used to create a variety of 
JHH unique effects to an electric guitar. By feeding the guitar 
through a pedal, or series of pedals, you can modify the 
output of your instrument to make it sound exactly how you want. In 
GarageBand's latest update you can access a whole range of different 
virtual pedals that can be arranged to create your own custom 
pedalboard. Add some distortion with the Grit pedal or use the Flange 
Factory pedal to add a bit ofwabble to your sound. With over 40 
pedals to choose from, each with their own dials and settings, you are 
in complete control of the kind of sound you want to create. Follow 
along with these steps and learn how to build your own. 





# Activating pedals 

Each individual pedal has its own on 
and off switch; most commonly this 
is a silver button, although that may 
change depending on the design of 
the pedal. Switch it off to compare

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Use the Score Editor in GarageBand 

The perfect feature for those that prefer to edit MIDI parts in a traditional stave layout

When it comes to editing MIDI parts in GarageBand, the 
Piano Roll editor is usually the most popular choice. Common 
to most music production software, this type of editing feature 
has become the go-to environment for tidying up the timing, length, 
pitch and velocity of the notes in your MIDI regions. If you know a thing 
or two about music theory, however, there exists an equally viable 
alternative that may have passed you by, and that's the Score Editor. This 
displays MIDI regions as traditional music notation and enables you to 
change the attributes of the notes directly from the stave. So well 
highlight how to use the Score Editor to remedy a few of the more 
common problems encountered when editing a MIDI performance. 


Work in Score Edit view 




1: Set up 

Enter the correct key and time signatures, either 
when you first create a new project or by clicking 
the Project display of the transport bar's LCD panel. 


2: Open Editor 

Double-click a MIDI region or click the scissors 
button. Switch the display to the Score Editor by 
clicking the Score button at the top of the window. 


3: Choose note value 

Click the Notes tab in the Inspector panel on the 
left to turn It blue. Choose the required note length 
value from the Insert pop-up menu that appears. 



4: Insert notes 

To Insert a new note, hold down the Command key 
and click in the stave at the point you want to add 
the new note. It's as simple as that. 


5: Delete unwanted notes 

Delete unwanted notes by selecting them and 
pressing Backspace. Select multiple notes by drawing 
a rubber band around them with the cursor. 



6: Copy and move 

Drag notes left or right to move them to a new time 
position in your composition, shown numerically in 
the black box. Hold down Option to copy notes. 
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# Open up 

To extend the Edit window to its 
maximum height, simply grab hold 
of the dividing bar and lift it towards 
the top of the timeline window 


# Zoom in 

Use the zoom slider at the top-right of 
the menubar to zoom in for a magnified 
view of the score. The slider controls both 
horizontal and vertical zoom simultaneously

7: Change note length 

The duration of a selected note is shown as a green 
horizontal bar attached to the head of the note. 
Drag the right edge to adjust the note's length. 


8: Alter velocity 

The second note in this run of notes has been 
played too hard, resulting in an overly high velocity 
value. Adjust its velocity using the slider. 


9: Correct wrong notes 

The first in this run of notes should be a Dl, not a Cl. 
Select it and hold down the Option key, then use 
the arrow keys to nudge to the correct pitch. 
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Master feedback and noise protection 

How to filter out or encourage feedback and noise when recording 



In music production terms, recording yourself and 
monitoring your performance at the same time can prove 
troubling. What happens when sound output feeds back 
into sound input? Well, yeah, you get some feedback! GarageBand, of 
course, enables monitoring as you play your instrument or sing, but 
if you're using external speakers rather than headphones, unwanted 
feedback can occur. The GarageBand app provides feedback protection 
that only enables monitoring during recording, however this can be 
toggled as desired. In addition, the provision of an Automatic Level 
Control and a default Noise Gate plug-in offer options for cultivating or 
cutting out noise. 



Feedback and noise protection GarageBand 



1: Track monitoring 

Input Monitoring applies to audio tracks, recording 
microphone or guitar. This is activated via the New 
Track dialog or the track header and inspector panel. 



3: Feedback detected 

With the Feedback Protection checkbox enabled, 
GarageBand will mute the issue warning prompts to 
highlight that feedback has been detected. 



2: Feedback protection

4: Noise Gate 

The Noise Gate is a default track plug-in. With it 'on' 
you use the slider to further filter out background 
noises, typically clicks and signal hisses picked up.

It is also possible to set how loud the recording 
level of your chosen input is, offering more 
control over signal capture 



1: Record Level 


This slider in the Smart Controls Inspector 
sets how loudly the selected input will be 
recorded. Increasing this widens the audio 
waves, capturing a bigger track sound. 


2: Automatic Level Control 

Selecting Automatic Level Control allows 
GarageBand to automatically graduate 
the recording levels for optimal capture, 
minimising clipping.

Discover franning and content suggestions for a smooth-flowing video sequence 

You may be new to editing video but you'll have 
spent a lifetime consuming the moving image. 

-■ '* You'll instinctively be able to read the language of 

film, even if you're unsure how to 'write' it during the editing 
process. A novice may cut two similarly framed wide shots 
together, creating a jarring Jump cut. An experienced 
film-maker will cut from a wide shot to a close-up, so that the 
variety of shot sizes creates a smoother sequence. iMovie's 
Trailers feature has a helpful Storyboard pane with animated 
place holders. These suggest what shots will cut together 
more effectively, to produce a professional sequence. 




Use animated drop zones 



1: Choose a trailer 

Goto File>New Trailer. Click on a trailer template 
and click Create. Label the trailer, click OK. Go to the 
Timeline, click the Storyboard tab to see drop zones. 



3: Add a dip 

Click to target a place holder. Scrub over an Event's 
clip to preview it then click to add it to the place 
holder. The clip is trimmed to the holder's duration. 



2: Preview suggestions 

Tap spacebar to play. The animated place holders 
will suggest subjects (such as Landscapes), actions 
and composition (such as Close-up or Group shot). 



4: Change shot size 

The next empty place holder will be selected 
automatically, though you can click on any in the 
suggested sequence to select them manually.

y challenge to set up the GoPro due to its small screen. We'll 
demonstrate how the free GoPro iPhone app enables you to take 
control of matters. After shooting you can use the free GoPro Studio 
software to import and convert files. This provides an easier way to 
stitch timelapse stills into iMovie-friendly video clips and remove 
artefacts. Although you can also adjust colour and tone using this 
software, you will probably be more comfortable editing in iMovie. We'll 
show you how to get your files from the GoPro via GoPro Studio into 
iMovie, where you can grade and edit them at your leisure. 




Go native 


When shooting source 
footage with a GoPro, 
you can adjust the clips' 
colours and tones via the 
GoPro remote control app 
on your iPhone. For more 
natural-looking colours, 
turn on the GoPro's 
Protune controls and set 
White Balance to Native 
and Color to Flat. You can 
then grade these neutral

1: Remote control 

In Remote Control & App Mode you can sync a GoPro 
to your IPhone, then use the free GoPro App to control 
any of the camera's settings. Here we're recording 
timelapse stills. 



2: Import files 

Connect your GoPro to your Mac. Launch the free 
GoPro Studio software. The GoPro Studio Importer will 
Import all the Image and movie files. Click New for a 
new project. 


3: Convert the clip 

Click on an imported movie file and then select the 
Advanced Settings menu. Tick Remove Fisheye. Click 
the Add Clip to Conversion List button and then click 
Convert to begin converting. 



4: Edit the clip 

Click the Step 2 Edit button. Drag the converted clip 
from the Media pane into the Timeline. Untick White 
Balance, Image and Framing as we'll adjust these in 
iMovie later. 



7: Balance colour 

Drop the Lake clip into the Timeline. Click the Color 
balance icon. Click White Balance. Click the eyedropper 
on an area that should be a neutral grey to fix warm or 
cold colour casts. 


5: Export the clip 

Click the Step 3 Export button. Choose an HD image 
size such as 1 920 x 1 080. Leave the Frame Rate 
untouched or the video could look jerky. Encode as 
H.264. Click Export. 



8: Boost colours 

Click the Color Correction icon. Warm up the shot 
using the Temperature slider. This creates yellows that 
contrast with the blues. Boost the colours by dragging 
the Saturation slider right. 


6: Import into iMovie 

Create a new Movie and Event in iMovie. We've 
supplied two converted GoPro sourced movies for you 
to work with. Choose Import and browse to 'Lake.mov' 
and 'Stones.mov'. 



9: Adjust contrast 

Boost the colours of the standing stones clip to reveal 
the landscape's texture. To reveal detail hidden in the 
backlit shadows, create a flat contrast by dragging the 
slider shown.

Take control of your movies with these tips and tricks for getting more from the timeline 

^ Many of the features of the timeline changed with the latest 
release of iMovie. For a start, by default the timeline moved 
< ” from the top-left of the interface to the bottom of the screen, 
making it similar to the design of Final Cut Pro X. Flowever, there have 
been some new features that can help you edit movies more easily. 

Support for the iPhone 5s' slow-motion video is now built directly into 
the timeline, and with personalisation tools you'll have an interface that's 
perfect for your workflow. Whether you're a newcomer to the app or 
you have some experience of creating great home movies, we've got 
the tips and tricks you need to get started with iMovie. You'll be editing 
and sharing some amazing creations in no time. 




Take control of the timeline 



1: Add clips 

Open a project or create a new one and the 
timeline appears at the bottom of the screen. Drag 
and drop video clips into it from the Events Browser. 



4: Slow clips down 

Clips recorded in slow-motion using the iPhone 
5s will offer controls for adjusting the speed right 
inside the timeline. 



2: Expand your view 

Use the slider in the top-right of the timeline area to 
adjust the length of the timeline.

^ As movie-makers we can enjoy using iMovie's time- 

tweaking tools to change the speed of our video clips. This 
enables us to slow down time and analyse an action (such as 
a flying bird) in a way that wouldn't be possible by just using the human 
eye. We can also speed up time and perceive an event in a new way, 
such as watching the time-lapse style ebb and flow of traffic at a road 
junction, for example. By splitting a clip and re-timing specific sections 
you can create a comical sequence in which a character moves from 
super-human speed to real-time in a single scene, as you'll see in our 
walkthrough. To get the most from this tutorial download the supplied 
source clips.

1: Import dip 

Go to File>New Event. Label the event Speed. Click 
Import Media. Browse to select our Fast Source.mp4 
file. Click Import Selected. Drag the clip to the timeline. 


2: Add retro effect 

Before splitting and re-timing parts of the clip, click on 
the Video effects icon and choose Aged Film to reflect 
the clip's outdated chauvinistic subject matter. 


3: Split the dip 

Scrub the Playhead to Just before the man gestures to 
the woman. Right-click on the clip and choose Split 
Clip. This cuts the timeline clip into two chunks. 



4: Split it again 

Scrub the Playhead forward by a second or so and split 
the clip again once he's finished beckoning. Split the 
clip once again as soon as the slipper is on his foot. 



5: Speed it up 

Our sequence will now be on four sections. Click on 
the first chunk. Click on the Speed icon above the 
Viewer. Set the Speed pull-down menu to Fast. 



6: Choose a preset 

Click on a speed preset (such as 8x) to experiment with 
different speeds. The 4x preset works well with this clip. 
Speed up the third clip section using this preset, too. 



7: Link the dips 

The re-timed characters look more comical as they 
jump between real time and fast motion. Use an 
iMovie Jingle to blend the different sections. 


8: Import and split 

Choose File>New Movie. Click No Theme then Create. 
Label the movie SloMo. Click OK. Download our Slow 
source clip, import it and drop into the timeline. 


9: Slow it down 

Split the clip to isolate the section where the bird flies 
into land. Set the Speed pull-down menu to Slow and 
click the 10% preset to study the subject's movement. 
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Master the classic Ken Burns effect 


Discover how to add digital cannera nnoves to your statically franned footage and stills 



If you shoot video with a dedicated video camera, you're 
able to produce smooth zooms using the camera's buttons. 

However, many video-capturing gadgets such as a GoPro 
camera or your iPhone only let you capture static versions of a scene. To 
make video footage look more interesting you can add zooms and pans 
in the post-production stage, courtesy of iMovie's Ken Burns controls. 
Zooms draw the audiences' attention to a part of the frame. Pans add 
movement to static time-lapse sequences (or photos) and make them 
more interesting. We'll show you how to zoom in to one shot and then 
zoom out from another. You'll also be able to pan smoothly without 
needing a tripod.

iMovie Add smooth pans and zooms to footage 



1: Create new event 

Choose File>New Event. Click the Import button and 
browse to a couple of static source clips on your Mac. 
We've chosen two GoPro time-lapse clips. 



2: Choose Ken Burns 

Drag the clips into the timeline. Click on the first clip. 
To zoom in we need to click the Cropping icon and 
then on the Ken Burns button. 



3: Reframe the dip 

Start and End rectangles will appear. Resize the Start 
rectangle to fill the frame. Click the End rectangle 
and drag its handles to create a tighter composition. 



4: Apply the zoom 

Apply the move. Play the sequence. The camera will 
start off with a wide shot of the subject and then 
zoom in for a close-up while panning left. 


5: Copy the moves 

Click the first clip's thumbnail in the timeline and 
choose Edit>Copy. Click on the second clip, choose 
Edit>Paste Adjustments>Crop to apply the effects. 



6: Examine the pasted move 

Click on the Cropping icon and the Ken Burns 
button. You'll see that the Start and End rectangles 
are in the same place. 
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A typical HD video dip has 
a resolution of 1920 x 1080 
pixels, so it looks great on 
a widescreen TV. Cameras 
such as a GoPro Hero 4 
can shoot at a much larger 
resolution of 3840 x 21 60, 
so you can use the Ken 
Burns tools to zoom in 
close to GoPro footage 
without it becoming 
blighted by fuzzy 
compression artefacts.

Click to choose the Start point 
for your camera move.

Speed ramps 


By converting a trailer into a movie you can 
access extra graphical and musical assets that 
aren't available in the Content Library, such 
as a spinning globe logo that endows your 
production with a blockbuster look 


To give your production a more 
dynamic pace you can split a clip into 
three sections and then speed up 
the middle part using iMovie's Fast 
Forward menu 


Add blockbuster FX to your movies 

Use post-production techniques to give your clips a slick Hollywood-style finish 



^ When you watch the 'making of footage of a Hollywood 

blockbuster, the quality of the clip looks different from the 
same scene in the finished movie. This is because Hollywood 
spends much time and effort digitally altering the colours and tones of 
footage to give it a specific look. They may also add digital camera moves 
such as a zoom to make a statically framed shot look more dynamic, or 
regime the footage to speed through the action and then suddenly slow 
things down to focus on an event. We'll show you how to indulge in a little 
Hollywood style grading, add a vignette effect and create some speed 
ramps to give your footage a more dynamic look. You'll also discover how 
to plunder music and graphical assets from iMovie's Trailers.

Apply blockbuster post-production effects 



1: Create a trailer 

Create a new Event, import our seven clips and choose 
File>New Trailer. Select the Action trailer. Click Create, 
label the trailer Blockbuster movie and click OK. 


2: Convert to movie 

Choose Convert Trailer to Movie. This gives you access 
to assets such as a studio logo, graphics and music that 
you can't find elsewhere. Delete the grey placeholders. 


3: Add the dips 

Shift-click to select the seven clips and drag them to 
just after the studio globe has finished playing in the 
timeline. The up tempo music enhances the action. 



4: Grade the dip 

With the clips still selected, click the Colour correction 
icon. Increase the contrast, drop the saturation strength 
and warm up the temperature for a retro sepia tint 


5: Add a vignette 

Click the Video and Audio effects icon. Set the Video 
Effect to Vignette to darken the edges of the frame. 
This will be applied to all the selected clips. 


6: Split the first dip 

On clip 01, scrub the playhead to Just after the first shot 
is fired. Choose Modify>Split Clip. Scrub forward to and 
split the clip again after the soldier kneels to take aim. 



7: Add a speed ramp 

ShotOl is now in three sections. Click the middle 
section to select it Go to Modify>Fast Forward>8x. 
This adds a dynamic burst of action to the clip. 


8: Create a digital zoom 

Click on Shot04 and click the Cropping icon. Click Ken 
Burns then the End window. Resize and reposition it to 
create a close-up on the canon. Click the tick to apply. 



9: Add titles 

Drag and drop the animated titles between the clips. 
Click on the text in the main window and edit it to 
accompany the action. 
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Enhance your movie with a soundtrack 

Insert, edit, manipulate and mix a piece of music to become the background to your movies 



There are so many elements that help create a great 
movie; visuals being an obvious one. You can have the 
best footage in the world but without clean and clear audio 
and a well mixed soundtrack, your movie won't shine as well as it could. 
iMovie treats soundtracks with a lot of respect. Music is given its own 
layer, which enables you to place a track of your liking into it and then 
edit how you like without disturbing the flow of the rest of the edit. 
With the right piece of music and some carefully planned audio mixing, 
which can all be done from the comfort of iMovie, you'll start to see 
how much difference a good soundtrack can make to your movie. Let's 
get started. 



e Add a soundtrack to iMovie 



1: Audio in iMovie 

Audio can be dragged and dropped into the 
timeline. When adding a clip that contains audio, a 
blue bar will appear. This is the clip's audio. 



2: Soundtrack layer 

At the bottom of the timeline is a dotted line. This 
separates sound effects and clip audio from what 
will become your movie soundtrack. 


3: Add music 

Click iTunes. Browse through your music collection 
and click and drag a song into the dotted line area 
in the timeline. Alternatively click Import. 



4: Editing background music 

This clip is now considered background music. It can 
be positioned, trimmed or edited without affecting 
any other elements within the timeline. 


5: More options 

Double-click on your soundtrack to display the Tools 
panel. Highlighted symbols display available tools 
and effects that can be applied to the audio. 


6: Adjust levels 

With the volume symbol selected, adjust the overall 
volume, or you can adjust the volume for all audio 
in the timeline, leaving the background levels alone. 
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• Sound effects 

Effects and ambient 
sounds are best placed 
below clip audio. This 
will often be shorter 
clips and can be moved 
around the timeline 
freely depending on 
where you want to 
place them 


Multiple layers 

If you're working with multiple audio 
layers in your project, drag a new audio 
clip below the last one and a new layer will 
be created for you 


# Clip audio 

When a clip is dragged into the timeline, if it has 
audio a blue bar will appear below the clip. Right- 
click on the clip and select Detach Audio to make 
the audio a separate entity 


# Background music 

The background music layer is 
separate from the other audio 
1 in your timeline and it will 
- always be visible. You can only 
have one background music 
layer, but music can be placed 
in a normal audio layer 


Peaking 

Use the waveforms 
that appear in a layer to 
measure the volume of an 
audio clip. If it's showing 
yellow at the top of the 
waveform with a red line, 
that means the audio is 
peaking and the volume 
needs to be bought down 
so the audio doesn't come 
out distorted when being 
played back. 


Refine your 
soundtrack's levels 

If you're working on a movie that requires the 
soundtrack to dip in and out, or to be quieter at some 
points and louder at others, then it's important that 
you are able to fine-tune the level of the song you've 
included in your project. By setting pins in the levels of 
an audio track you'll be able to adjust the levels of your 
soundtrack to match the effect you have in mind.

1: Adda pin 

Hover over the line that runs through your 
soundtrack layer and hold Alt on your 
keyboard to display a plus icon next to the 
arrow. Click on the line and a pin will be 
placed within the soundtrack layer. 


2 :Fade out 

Now add another pin a bit further down the 
layer. Once this is done, click and drag on the 
line in order to create a gradual fade out on 
the soundtrack layer, without reducing the 
volume of the overall clip. 
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Apply filter effects to your photos 

iPhoto's pleasing palette of filters offers photographers a one-stop-shop for transformation 



There are three great facts about iPhoto's Effects palette that 
no one who has used it can deny. The first is that anybody, yes 
^ - anybody, can use it -whether you area complete beginner or a 
seasoned enthusiast. Withjusta small dash of know-how you can quickly 
combine filters to create jaw-dropping results. The second is that using the 
Effects range is actually really good fun. Like a kid with a new paint box, 
iPhoto's Effects palette is the perfect place for experimenting; thanks to 
the real-time preview you can instantly assess changes and either develop 
the image further or go back a step or two with a simple click. The third 
and unquestionable truth is simply that the set of filters will dramatically 
enhance any image you send its way. Here's how it works.

Using Effects to add filters 






1: Antique 

The Antique filter is a great choice for landscape and 
architectural photographs, where a level of tone and 
depth is needed. Don't go too far and darken details. 


2: Sepia 

Sepia is perfect for aging photographs. This works well 
for landscapes, architecture, travel and portraits. It can 
flatten the range between highlights and shadows. 


3:B&W 

Using the B & W filter is the best way of getting rid 
of colour in iPhoto. Use this filter for shots that lack 
dynamism, or when you want to create a mood. 



4: Edge Blur 

Edge Blur is ideal for when you wished you'd used a 
wider aperture to capture a softer backdrop. Use this to 
force interest onto your focal points in macro shots. 



5: Vignette 

Vignette can be a little heavy-handed but it's useful 
for removing distracting elements from the corners 
without having to crop. 



6: Matte 

Matte isn't likely to be a regularly called upon filter, yet it 
does offer a whimsical charm that can be used to add 
a sense of narrative and expression to a frame. 
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It can be hard to tell 
whether you are making 
improvements when 
editing. So create a 
duplicate and bring this jl 

into the Edit suite for an [ 
instant way of comparing. ' 

With the original open, 
press Command and D, 
then hold Shift and click i

• Bottom row 

On the final row of options you'll 
find two presets that enable you 
to affect the strength of colour, 
colour temperature and tone.

The second row of options 
allows photographers to 
drive attention onto the 
focal point of their image 
by diluting interest in the 
outside of the frame.

The Fade option 'washes' out the colour and can be 
useful when you want to stylise a shot, such as for 
quirky fashion or portrait photography. 


9: Tools 

There are an extra six editing shortcuts in Effects 
which when used in tandem with the filters can really 
empower your shots. Use Warmer for sunsets.

Although many have 
questioned Photos replacing both iPhoto and Aperture, the 
process of importing all your images across isn't a difficult one. Not 
only is the import process easy, all your attached image data will also 
transfer across. That means all your tagged faces, camera details and 
descriptions will import without any issues. Anything that is missing can 
be quickly added and any gaps filled in. Once you've then imported 
your image library across, you're set to begin exploring some of the 
fantastic new organisational and editing tools readily available in the 
Photos app.

1: Select and review 

Choose the Import Library option from the Photos 
app menu and drag the iPhoto Library icon directly 
across into the app.

Add image data 

One of the best things when importing your 
photographs from iPhoto to Photos is that 
nearly all the attached image data will also 
transfer across with your pictures. Although 
your ratings will be missing (Photos has 
moved onto the Favorites system favoured 
in iOS), if you've imported correctly, all the 
faces, descriptions and other details will 
make it across, no problem at all. Even edits 
you have made in iPhoto will live to see 
Photos. However, if you want to add extra 
data and double-check that everything has 
been correctly added and imported, use the 
following steps to get started. 



1: Get Info 


Right-click on any image and select the Get 
Info option from the panel that appears. You’ll 
now be able to see a list of the faces tagged, 
the camera used and other important details 
concerning the image now stored in Photos. 



2: Add data manually 

It's a simple case of clicking and typing to add 
any additional data that you want manually. 
On the rare occasion that a face hasn't been 
added, just press the big -f icon and add the 
Faces data to the image. 
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Remove blemishes with the Repair tool 

Fix your photos using the powerful editing tools in your new Photos app 



Not every photo comes out perfect. Of course, taking your 
time when you're preparing your shot is the best way to 
prevent having to embark on an extensive editing process, 
but sometimes there are just unavoidable variables that stop your shot 
being perfect. In those situations. Photos is here to help. Whether it's 
using the powerful Light and Color adjustments to tweak the look 
and feel of your shot, or giving your image a different look with a filter, 
Photos can do it. But one of its most useful features is the Repair tool, 
which allows you to manually remove blemishes and even some 
objects from your photo with just a few clicks. Read on to find out how 
to become a Repair tool pro. . . 




Non-destructive 


When you edit your 
images in the Photos 
app, the results are non- 
destructive. This means 
that any changes you make 
are saved, but if you want 
to revert your shot back 
to the original at a later 
point, you can do it just by 
clicking Revert to Original - 
even months after you first 
made the change. 


• Sample from anywhere 

Don't think you need to sample 
from right next to your blemish 
every time. In this shot there's a 
lot of detail elsewhere, so we've 
held the Alt button and sampled 
from the left-hand side to stop 
any chance of there being an 
obvious duplication 


• Get in close 

The best advice we can give 
is to use the zoom function as 
much as possible. Remember 
that your photos may be 
printed out much larger than 
they appear on your screen, so 
make sure even small details 
look sharp

• View original 

You can check how the original image looks 
at any time, simply by holding down the M 
key on your keyboard. This is really handy if 
you're making a lot of changes, as you can 
refresh your memory of what the image 
looked like in the first place 


— Undo and retry 

The Undo button will be your friend 
when using the Retouch tool. Not 
every cleanup attempt you make 
will be perfect, so keep your fingers 
ready to hitCmd-tZ if everything 
goes a little blurry or discoloured 
when you click 
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s Master the Repair tool 



1: Choose your photo 

First, pick a photo from your library. Flick through until 
you find one that has a blemish or a mistake that you 
want to get rid of Double-click it to open it up. 



4: Retouch 

Use the other options to edit your photo. Enhance 
colours, crop and straighten up. For now click the 
Retouch button at the bottom of the menu. 



7: The Alt key 

Flold down the Alt key. The mouse will change into 
a cross and you can use it to select an area of the 
photo to be used to cover up a blemish elsewhere. 



2: Zoom and enhance 

Now, zoom in on your photo to get close to the 
blemish. If you're using a MacBook, pinch on the 
trackpad to zoom in, or use the slider in the top-left. 



5: Adjust the size 

You'll see a slider that alters the size of the brush 
that you will use on the image. You'll get a preview 
as you scroll it up and down to help you get it right. 



8: Stamp it 

Let go of Alt and use the area you've just selected. 
Click your blemish and you'll see the cross reappear 
briefly - this denotes that you've sampled the area. 



3: Edit 

Open up the editing panel. Simply click the Edit 
button in the top-right of the window, choose 
lmage>Show Edit Tools, or simply hit the Enter key. 



6: Click or drag 

If your blemish can be covered by the brush with a 
click, it will garner good results. Otherwise, click and 
drag so the brush covers the blemish completely. 



9: Perfect the edit 

You can keep sampling areas and stamping them to 
get the perfect edit. When you're happy click Done 
in the top-right to save your edited image.

s Edit your images 



1: Select an image 

Scroll through your photo library and then double- 
click on an image to select it.

A book is just one of the many projects 
you can create in the Photos app using 
your picture library.

The process of creating a book is really 
simple. You just click and hold on an 
image at the bottom of the interface, drag 
it up into a space on the template and 
then release the mouse button.

Click the Order Prints button and add a shipping 
address.

When it comes to doing something special with your 
pictures, Photos is up there with the very best. A free update 
with OS X 10.10.3, Photos enables users to take an album of 
photos and create a personal project that means a lot more than simply 
sharing your favourites to a social network profile. There are options 
to create a photo book, card and calendar in Photos' Projects menu, 
but this tutorial will focus on making a slideshow. It'll be packed with 
images from a special occasion or summer holiday and customised to 
play exactly how you want. Each slide can be tweaked with a different 
duration or theme, and you can select a track from your iTunes library to 
play in the background. 



s Make your own slideshow 



1: Add to Album 

Get organised first Gather up all the photos you 
think could make it into your slideshow (Cmd and 
click), hit the + icon and select Album. Name it 



4: Set lead image 

Give your slideshow a title. By default this appears 
on slide 1, which is set by chronological order. To 
change, lift and drag a slide along the timeline. 



2: Touch up 

Now you've got a selection ready, it's time to make 
a few edits. Double-tap a photo and hit Edit in the 
top-right Load up the editing sliders and touch up. 



5: Themes 

When you're happy, it's time to customise slides. Tap 
the double box icon on the right to see the Themes.

9: Export 

It's time to export it out of Photos for sharing. Click 
Export in the top-right corner, select the Format and 
check Automatically Send to iTunes. Click Save.

Use the power of Photos' editing tools to create amazing monotone images 



When you've taken a great photo, that isn't the end of 
the story. While the shot might look great just the way you 
took it, you can give an image a completely different feel 
by editing it with the new tools in Photos. And photos can have huge 
impact if you make them black and white. We're not suggesting that 
every image should be instantly switched to monochrome - half the 
skill is in choosing the right shot to use the effect on, and then choosing 
the best intensity for the effect. Choosing a shot is a big part of the 
editing process, but don't be afraid to try it on all kinds of different shots, 
from portraits to landscapes. Here, we'll tell you the best way to get 
great results with your editing.

Make amazing monochrome shots 



1: Choose your image 

A vital part of the editing process is in picking the 
right photo. Consider whether the colour is really 
important to the impact of the image. 



2: Edit it 

To get started, click the Edit button in the top-right 
of the window and first select the Enhance option 
to quickly have Photos improve your shot. 



3: Use a filter 

You can quickly add a black-and-white effect to 
your shot by clicking the Filters option and try out 
the three options to see if there's one you like. 





4: Make adjustments 

Alternatively, click the Adjust button to bring up the 
editing sliders. If you applied a filter, the changes will 
be represented here. 


5: Customise black and white 

Use the Black & White slider to change the look and 
feel of the black-and-white effect, deepening the 
blacks or bringing out the detail with more grey. 


6: Change other settings 

You can also adjust the Contrast and Saturation to 
change the way the black-and-white effect looks - 
play around and test out the different settings. 
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Change the setting 



• Definition 

Push up the definition to get 
strong, dark blacks, and a major 
contrast between dark and light 
areas. This can be incredibly 
effective in cityscapes, or with 
areas of intense dark and light 
right next to each other 


Remember that no matter how much you 
play with the other settings in Photos' editing 

menu, you can always go back to the Black & 

White slider to make an adjustment to the basic 
level of black and white found in your image 

■ * * ^ ^ . . . 


Fine-tune the tones in your image with the Levels setting. 
Use the five sliders to adjust each option - this will bring out 
more details in the midtones, or lighten or darken the entire 
image, depending on what you choose 


• Viginette 

A vignette can be extremely effective 
on a black-and-white shot - but 
you don't have to go overboard. 
Remember that if you're losing details 
in your shot just to include a vignette, 
you should probably drop it 


Extra power 

Once you've edited your 
sequence and retimed the 
footage to speed it up, 
click on the Timeline and 
press Cmdt-A to select 
everything. Press Cmd-tG 
to create a new compound 
clip. Use Final Cut's 
Transform tools to add a 
slight digital zoom to the 
time-lapse footage, so the 
camera zooms in slowly as 
the action speeds along. 





7: Add options 

You can add extra editing options to your image by 
clicking the Add button at the top of the menu. See 
the annotation above for more information. 


8: Auto-tune 

For quick results, click the Auto button above each 
of the sliders. Photos will automatically set what it 
thinks is the best setting for each one. 


9: Check the original 

If you want to go back and see what the original 
photo looked like, simply hold the M key to quickly 
compare and make sure you've not lost any details. 
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It's easy to create stylish documents,

If you're working with others on documents, it can 
\ sometimes be hard to keep track of the changes people 

have made, what was there originally, or how different two 
versions of a document are. Equally, it can be hard to share notes on 
specific parts of your documents through mediums like IMessage or 
email, because explaining exactly what you mean can be tough. 

Thankfully, Pages on your Mac offers two useful solutions to this 
problem. First is Track Changes, which logs the changes each user 
makes, so you can see how things have progressed. The other is 
Comments, which can be dropped anywhere on a document to share 
notes. Learn how to use them and you'll be working brilliantly together. 




Sselect an area of text in your document, then click 
the Comment button in the top toolbar. This will 
open up the Comment and Track Changes toolbar. 



Click the '+Comment' button to add a comment to 
your selected text. This will highlight the text, and 
you can type into the pop-up box. 



Once you've added a comment to your document, 
a small square will appear on the left of the page; 
click this at any time to view the comment. 



If you don't want to add a comment, you can 
instead just highlight the text - first select it on the 
page, then click Highlight. 


If you're working with others on a document, switch 
on Track Changes - click the button on the right to 
switch it on and new options appear in the menu. 


If you're working with others, you can change your 
highlight colour to stop confusion - click the cog 
button then choose Author Colour.

^ way to create invitations using Pages. Not only are custom- 
made invites more creative than their shop-bought counterparts, you 
can add personalised text and images to give them a unique feel that is 
sure to impress your guests. 

To get started you'll need to crack open Pages, and from the Template 
Chooser, head to the Cards section. You can adapt any template in the 
drawer, or use a blank canvas to create the invite from scratch, but for 
this short session we're going to modify the template called Photo Card 
Vertical. Let's get ready to party! 




Personalise your invite with a photo of the person or 
occasion you're celebrating. Select the Photo icon 
on the placeholder image and find a good shot 



With the newly installed image selected, hit the 
Image tab. Click on the Adjust Image icon. Play with 
these values to perfect how your image looks. 



You can add borders, shadows and reflections to 
your images, text and shapes. These options are 
under the Style tab. 



Add words by hitting the Text tool at the top of the 
interface. With your text selected, head to the Text 
tab. You can change the font style, size and colour. 


Change the colour of the background squares by 
selecting them, hitting Style and choosing a colour. 
You can create squares with the Shape tool. 


To add bespoke elements, we're using the Shape 
tool. Select the desired shape, drag to make it the 
appropriate size and place on the page.

One of the best things about Numbers is that it's a great 
place to manage all your data in a single area without 
having to use any third-party alternatives from the Mac 
App Store. Although having pages of data may be beneficial to you, 
it can be difficult to read and differentiate between when not labelled 
appropriately. However, Numbers includes some fantastic chart and 
graphical options that help add a visual aspect to your data. Each chart 
you choose to use to represent inputted data can be heavily customised 
to suit your specific tastes or the data it's based on. Use the following 
steps to learn how to completely visualise from top to bottom and 
create the perfect accompanying charts. 




^ Lay out your page 

Highlight your chart or table and use 
the top-left icon that appears to move 
it around the page.

The right panel is the hub for all the 
customisations and edits you're able 
to make. Use the tabs at the top to 
switch between different sections

Troubleshooting 

If your chart isn't showing data when you 
generate it, make sure all the data has 
been added correctly.

But it doesn't have to be like that, and with Numbers it's incredibly easy 
to make your work bright, interesting and eye-catching. In particular, you 
can add a huge dollopofcreativity to your charts, ensuring that all of your 
data will jump right off the page. With customisations like colours, textures 
and 3D effects. Numbers offers the most powerful tools possible to make 
your spreadsheets more than Just boring business work. Here, we'll show 
you how to customise your charts and take them beyond basic numbers. 
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Create a table in your document containing the 
information you want to show, then select your data 
and click the Chart button in the top toolbar. 



Each chart has its own selection of styles at the top of 
the Chart sidebar. You can pick one of the alternative 
styles from here, or edit things manually. 
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For bar graphs, you'll have the option to customise the 
gaps - it might seem picky, but these small changes 
can make your finished product look professional. 



You'll see that there are three options - 2D, 3D and 
Interactive. Each one has a series of style options to 
choose from, so for now pick a standard 2D chart.

When putting 
a table together, you can assign a function to a selection of cells to 
incorporate the data from all of them, and then process and present it in 
a series of ways. There are functions and formulas that apply to virtually 
any calculation youd want your spreadsheet to make, and incorporating 
them takes just a few clicks.

The whole process of conception, 
wire-framing, coding the HTML, testing and 
FTP/hosting is achievable with a bevvy of third- 
party solutions. This feature rounds up the top 
web design apps, providing a practical angle 
on where they fit into the process. The likes of 
Sketch 3, Diet Coda and RapidWeaver are all 
covered, before casting an eye over popular 
CMS-based platforms like WordPress. Throw in 
some inspiring site examples and we've all you 
need for going live online in no time!

Replace dodgy drum kit sounds in Logic 

Substitute inferior drunn sounds with Logic's clever drum replacement feature 



a Drum replacement is a fairly specialised technique whereby 
one element of a multi-tracked drum performance - usually 
the kick or snare drum - is replaced by a sample triggered 
from the original part. 

The new sound can either be mixed in to beef up the original, or used 
to replace it entirely. Once the preserve of big studios with expensive 
setups, the advent of Logic Pro X means that it's never been easier to 
double or replace dodgy kit pieces when fixing up recordings. Once 
converted to MIDI, you can swap samples, edit note velocity and even 
requantise the part. Apple's Pro DAW now even has a dedicated tool for 
this task, and over the next two pages we'll show you just how to use it. 




- Timing offset 

The process can sometimes knock 
the timing of each drum hit off by a 
consistent amount, if so, use this slider to 
compensate and pull things back in time 


■> Replace or double 

If you choose Replacement, Logic will mute 
the original track when it creates the new 
MIDI part.

3: On the menu 

Select Track>Replace or Double Drum Track. Logic 
analyses the target track for transients - peaks In the 
waveform that represent the drum hits to be replaced.

In the options window, first select the type of 
instrument you're going to replace. Since we're 
replacing the snare, we select Snare from the menu. 



7: Set Trigger note 

Use this menu to choose the note that the generated 
MIDI part will play; most snares are found on Dl, for 
example. Leave this set for now. 



5: Set threshold 

Use the Threshold slider to set the audio level above 
which snare transients will be detected. There's a bit of 
kick drum bleed on this track, so we set it at -7.9dB. 



8: Select new sample 

Choose the sample that you want to trigger from the 
list that appeared when the Library pane opened in 
step 3. Click on a sound and use the Prelisten button. 



6: Gauge sensitivity 

When the MIDI events you can see in the new green 
region match up with the peaks in the snare's audio 
waveform, you'll know that the threshold is set right.

Use Quick Swipe Comping in Logic 

Get the best performance possible by merging parts from multiple recordings 


When it comes to getting perfect performances into our Logic 
tracks, our actual musical abilities can often fall short of our 
aspirations. There's no reason why this should bean 
insurmountable obstacle to a musical masterpiece though. Quick Swipe 
Comping enables you to record multiple passes in cycle recording mode, 
view them as a stack and assemble a master comp by simply drawing your 
mouse pointer across the bits you want to include from each take. 

As long as good versions of all the sections of a part are in there 
somewhere among the takes, Quick Swipe Comping makes it simple to 
sort the wheat from the chaff and turn even the most ham-fisted of us 
into accomplished musicians. Here's how it's done.

Working with Quick Swipe Comping 



1: Capture takes 

Set Logic's cycle region to encompass the correct 
number of bars. Click Record and record over the same 
section multiple times to create a Take Folder. 


2: Hit stop 

The Take Folder resembles an ordinary audio region, 
except for the icons you can see in the top-left corner. 
The takes form a stack with the newest at the top. 


3: Audition takes 

Initially, the comp layer plays back the last recorded 
take. To audition earlier takes, single-click each take to 
successively swap it into the comp layer for playback. 



4: Select the best 

To begin creating your comp, leave the best whole 
take selected in the comp layer. Set the track looping 
and swipe the pointer across a portion of another take. 



7: Drag edit points 

Fine-tune the edit points between each comped 
section by dragging the vertical borders left or right. 
Neighbouring regions will resize automatically. 



5: Regular updates 

The comp layer automatically displays the updated 
waveform for each newly inserted section. The region 
boundaries are shown as thin vertical lines. 



8: Flatten 

Once you're happy, you can make the edits permanent 
by flattening it This renders the edits as a series of 
regions with predefined crossfades between them. 



6: Build it up 

Continue to audition and add new sections to build 
up your master comp. The comped sections are 
crossfaded automatically for a smooth, click-free result. 



9: Fine adjustments 

Once flattened, you can now use Logic's standard Fade 
tool to adjust the length of any wayward crossfades for 
which the default setting hasn't worked.

Use Logic's Speed Up, Slow Down FX 

Logic Pro X has a few surprises up its sleeve, and this useful effect is one of them 





The cool-sounding slurring slowdown noise produced when 
you hit the stop button on a direct drive turntable or tape 
machine is an effect that's very popular with mainstream 
music producers. This is largely because, thanks to the production 
powerhouses now used on our computers, it's an easy effect to achieve 
in software - no tape machines or record decks required! 

Although often used on vocals, you can apply this effect to any audio 
you like - even the whole backing track. Fortunately, Logic has a built-in 
feature that makes it a doddle to recreate the effect on any audio track 
with just a couple of clicks. And even though it's easy to set up, it's just as 
easy to configure how you want it - as we're about to demonstrate. 



Using Slow Down & Speed Up FX 



1: Target region 

Import 'LPX Slowdown.wav' from the tutorial files at 
FileSilo.co.uk/bks-709 into an empty Logic Project 
at 84bpm. Place the file at 1 1 1 1 in the timeline. 


2: Split decision 

To make our Slow Down effect, we need to make 
a gap to crossfade in to. So, using the scissors tool, 
split the region at 3 1 1 1 - the downbeat of bar 3. 


3: Mind the gap 

To make the gap, zoom in close and grab the lower 
right-hand corner of the first audio region with the 
pointer tool. Drag it back to 2.4.3, as shown above. 



4: Fade away 

With the crossfade tool, draw a fade-out across the 
end of the region by dragging left to right from 2.3 
and releasing the button with the cursor in the gap. 


5: More more more 

In the upper portion of the track inspector, click the 
More arrow in the Region Parameter box. It reveals 
parameters relating to the fade you just created. 


6: Slow it down 

Click the small arrows after the words Fade Out to 
reveal a menu. Select Slow Down. The crossfaded 
portion of the region should be shaded orange.

As well as adjusting values in the 
Region Parameter box, the length of 
an existing fade can be reshaped by 
dragging over the start or end point 
with the Fade tool 


As well as dragging left and right with the 
Fade tool, you can also reshape the curve by 
typing or dragging up and down to enter a 
new curve parameter value. Negative values 
produce a concave curve 



Curve behaviour 


The number after the 
Speed Up or Slow Down 
menu refers to the length 
of the slowdown relative 
to the end point of the 
region. Lower values 
make the effect shorter, 
effectively moving the 
start of the Slow Down or 
Speed Up curve nearer to 
the end of the region. 


• Fade types 

There are four different fade types, 
the classic one that really works for 
this effect being the default In or Out 
setting. Try the others out for size too, 
though - the results might surprise you! 


• Fade away 

If you need to start again, you can 
delete a dodgy fade by Alt-clicking it 
with the Crossfade tool, or setting the 
value of its length parameter to zero 
in the region parameter box

Hit the play button to hear the effect. Use the Fade 
tool to reshape the curve by hovering it over the 
centre of the curve and dragging left and right.

9: Speed it up 

In the Region Parameter box in the main left-hand 
panel, change Fade In to the Speed Up option and 
adjust the shape of the curve as before, if required.

This enables the 
right twin to place the glass on the 
table so the left twin can then pick it 
up in an unbroken shot 


Create a digital double in Final Cut Pro X 

Combine an animated mask with the classic split screen effect to turn one person into two 



Since the middle of the 20th Century, movie makers have 
V A enjoyed using the split screen technique to make a person 
look like they're on screen with their identical twin. Variations 
of this classic technique are employed today in dramas such as Orphan 
Black, where the protagonist encounters multiple copies of herself. 

The split screen technique is simple but effective. You film an actor in 
the right half of the screen pretending to talk to their twin in the left half 
The actor then moves to the left of the frame and pretends to chat with 
the twin on the right. You run the two clips together and use a graduated 
mask to mix the left half of the one shot with the right half This lets the 
'twins' interact simultaneously.

1: Create a new event 

Go to File>New>Event. Name it Twin Event'. Tick 
Create New Project. Choose File> lmport>Media.

Set Y to 0.5 
px. This creates a vertical split revealing both twins. 



8: Animate the mask 

Scrub the Playhead to 17.1 1, as the left twin takes the 
glass. In Inspector, set the Center attribute's X value to 
0.5 px. A new keyframe is added to the Center. 



6: Slide the mask left 

Toggle open the Graduated Mask's Center attribute. 
Drag the X slider to 0.37 px. This pushes the mask to 
the left, hiding the left twin's duplicated wine glass. 



9: Test the animated wipe 

When you play the sequence the mask's keyframes 
cause the split in the screen to slide so both twins can 
handle the wine glass in a single shot.

Create a time-lapse sequence in Final Cut 

Use Final Cut Pro X's brilliant Retime menu to create memorable digital footage 

Some events (such as a slow-moving boat) can take a while 
« M to unfold, which is why it's useful to digitally retime your 
footage to speed up the action. Retimed footage can give 
your programme's audience a new perspective on the action. By 
speeding up video you can see the ebb and flow of a city's traffic as it 
flows through streets and rivers, for example. 

Final Cut Pro X enables you to speed up your footage using preset 
increments from 2x up to 20x. You can also manually choose a custom 
speed that suits your subject matter, courtesy of the more intuitive 
Retime feature, as you'll see in our walkthrough. This enables you to fine- 
tune the speed of different sections of your time-lapse sequence. 






Speed up footage using the Retime menu 



1: Import dip 

Goto File>New>Event. Label the project Timelapse. 
Go to File>lmport Media. Browse your Source clips. 
Click Import Selected. Drop the clip onto the timeline. 



2: Split the dip 

Press B to activate the Blade. Scrub to a point and 
click to split the clip. Split it again at other intervals. 
Press A to activate the Arrow key. 



3: Speed it up 

Play the edited sequence to see the edits that you 
have Just made in effect. Go to Modify>Retime>Fast 
and choose 20x, increasing speed by 2000%. 




4: Play the dip 

A blue bar appears at the top of the retimed clip 
showing the percentage of the speed change. 
Adjust the timeline zoom level to see the blue bar. 


5: Custom speed 

If we apply the same speed change to the second 
clip it will be over too quickly. Select it and Choose 
Modify>Retime>Custom Speed. 


6: Give it 300% 

A Custom Speed window appears over a green bar. 
Green indicates a normal speed. Type in a custom 
speed such as 300% and hit Return to retime.

Here you can change the speed 
of a clip by typing in a specific 
percentage rate. Alternatively 
you can tick the Duration button 
and type in a clip length using 
timecode.

Once you've edited your 
sequence and retimed the 
footage to speed it up, 
click on the Timeline and 
press Cmd+A to select 
everything. Press Cmd+G 
to create a new compound 
clip. Use Final Cut's 
Transform tools to add a 
slight digital zoom to the 
time-lapse footage, so the 
camera zooms in slowly as 
the action speeds along. 
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• Pop-up menu 

Once a clip has been retimed a blue bar will appear above 
it. Click this little arrow icon to access ways to slow down, 
speed up or reset the clip's speed. You can also double-click 
the blue bar to access the Custom Speed window 


• Drag it 

A quick'and intuitive way to change 
a clip's speed is to drag the start or 
end point of its retiming bar. This will 
create a shorter and faster (or longer 
and slower) clip without the need to 
type numerical values into boxes 



7: Play it back 

The sequence starts out at 2000% for the first 
section and then drops to 300% during the second 
section. Make adjustments if necessary. 


8: Fine-tune the speed 

You can manually tweak speeds. Drag the first clip's 
blue bar to change the percentage to 1000%. Drag 
the end of the second clip's blue bar to 500%. 


9: Finishing touches 

Clips one and two now run for about the same 
duration, though they feature different speeds. 
Increase clip 3 to about 370% for a tighter sequence.

Add multiple moves to static footage 

Transform your stills and clips to add digitally produced zooms and pans 



To make a statically framed video clip (or still image) look 
1 . A more interesting, you can add digitally produced camera 
moves such as zooms and pans, using Final Cut Pro's 
post-production tools. The quickest and easiest way to add camera 
moves is to use the Ken Bums controls. These enable you to zoom out 
from a cropped version of the frame to a wider angle (or vice-versa) for 
example. The Ken Burns controls are easy and quick to use but they only 
enable you to move the virtual camera move between two points. By 
using the Crop command as an alternative to the Ken Burns effect, you 
can manually add multiple keyframes to create more complex digital 
camera moves, as we'll demonstrate here. 




Keyframes

Map any Mac disk with Disk Map 

You can use a simple app to analyse and view every portion of any Mac disk in minutes 



The ability to view every file on a Mac disk is incredibly 
useful because it gives you an understanding of how your 
space is being used. However, the Disk Map app takes this 
idea and improves upon it by offering a visual map of your files so that 
you can immediately see the memory hog. The ability to compress files 
that you may need later on is present alongside a one-click delete to 
remove hogs that are limiting your flexibility. 

The software is deliberately manual in operation, but this is an 
advantage because you have full control over the management of each 
file and thus are less likely to delete something important. The Disk Map 
app has the potential to give you back lots of precious disk space. 



View your Mac disk 



1: Get the software 

Go to the Mac App Store and search for Disk Map. 
Make your purchase and install it. The app is not 
expensive when you consider the advantages. 



2: Select a disk 

Click the large T' icon in the middle of the screen 
and then use the Finder window to navigate to the 
disk you want to analyse. Large disks will take longer. 



3: It's now scanning 

Click Next to start the process of scanning your disk. 
You will see the number of files and the amount of 
scanned space in real time.

Click Next and then Finish to be presented with a 
map detailing all of the major areas of your disk.

This will 
now show a detailed map of every file within that 
particular space.

You can access your Mac no matter where you are and also use it on 
a mobile device or different computer as you would normally 




There are many reasons why you may 
need to access your Mac remotely, but 
perhaps the most important one is that 
the facility will allow you to continue working 
no matter where you are. Provided you have 
an internet connection on a compatible device, 
whether it's a smartphone, tablet or PC, and you 
have the appropriate software installed, you will 
be able to view and control your Mac any time you 
need to. 

The setup is not ideal for complex work due to 
the natural limitations of wireless connections and 
different screen sizes, but for urgent file retrieval 
and checking important information, it is a useful 
facility to have in your back pocket. We will guide 
you through the process of setting up a secure 
connection and also explain howto use remote 
connection efficiently, but please remember that 
network charges are likely if you are connecting via 
a mobile device so you need to make sure your plan 
will cover it before you start. Remote control is an 
extremely useful facility for any Mac user.

Luckily for you, Logic Pro X's best features can often 
be found in GarageBand if you're prepared to do a 
little digging. In this case, head into the Track menu 
and choose Show Tempo Track. The Tempo Track 
looks and feels like any other automation track in 
GarageBand, so it's just a case of clicking at any point 
along the recording and dragging the line up or 
down to increase or decrease your track's tempo.
